a re opposed to the ex tra session and 
the heavy expense it would entail, tin 
conclusion he says: 
W hat the people need, what the peo­ 
ple want, w hat the people m u st have, 
is legislative rest. Give us a b reath ­ 
e s spell. Let us take an inventory 
and see w hat we have done in a leg­ 
islative way since November 16th, 
1007. Give us the opportunity to put 
into operation the law s we have and 
study results. Then if changes are 
needed or new law s desirable we can 
set ourselves to the task of rew riting 
them ; but let us not be too hasty In 
castin g reflection upon what has been 
done by saying th at the carefully con 
sidered work of 372 legislative days 


so soon needs to be supplem ented or 
corrected. 


To sum up, th e re will be no spec­ 
ial session of the legislature as the 
necessity th ere fo r does not exist. So 
[ let the fa rm er return to his field, 
the business m an to his business, the 
Professional m an to his office, while 
the disappointed politician continues 
to indulge in what seem s to be with 
him the very pleasant pastim e of try ­ 
ing to em b a rra ss the governor and 
discredit the adm inistration.

Cite, of this city is breeding a new’ 
g am e bird, a cross betw een a pheasant 
and a p rairie chicken, op his farm 
n e a r P ryor, Ok. A y ea r ago Cite re ­ 
ceived tw o settings of E nglish ring 
neck ph easan t eggs from the state 
gam e w arden for propagation p u r­ 


poses. He raised nine of the pheas­ 
ants. This year he secured from the 
gam e w arden about th irty pheasants 
and placed them on his ranch. On the 
Place were about fifty native prairie 
chickens which had been protected 
and lived th ere for years. This spring 
the pheasants and prairie chickens 
began mating. As a resu lt quite a 
num ber of the birds 
were 
hatched. 
They are now too sm all to tell ju st 
w hat they will be like, but Mr. Fite 
thinks this is the s ta rte r for a very 
fine gam e bird in Oklahoma. “The 
p rairie chicken is a very hardy bird 
and the pheasant is inclined to be 
delicate. The com bination 
ought to

INCREASED SUPPLY OF COT- 
TON FORCES PRICE DOWN 
Washington, Sept. 26.—There was 
an increase of more than 12 per cent 
in the supply of raw cotton in the 
I nited States during the cotton year 
which ended Aug. fit, m i , according 
I to the Census -Bureau’s preliminary 
report on the supply and distribution 
of cotton issued today. The supply 
amounted to Hi,(*.>5,47!) bales, compar­ 
ed with *12,188,021 for the previous 
year, when there was an increase of 
20 per cent from that available in 
1909. 
Notwithstanding the increase in the 
total supply, the consumption of cot­ 
ton in the United States showed a de­ 
crease of slightly more than 2 per 
cent over last year, 
and 
was 
the 
smallest consumption during the past 
three years, it being 4,696,316 bales. 
Cause for Decrease. 
•It was said semi-officially that the 
high price of raw cotton during 
the 
year was principally the cause for the 
decreased consumption. This consump 
lion during the year was larger in 
the cotton growing states than the 
previous year, while 
in 
all 
other 
states it was smaller. 
During the cotton year the exports 
were 22 per cent greater than during 
1910, the amount being 7,718,414, com 
pared with 6,339,028 bales a year ago 
This year was the fourth largest in 
the history of the export trade. 
The net imports increased more 
than 52 per cent, the total amount, 
231,191 bales, being greater than any 
J ear in the history of the industry.
